Insurance agents in Janesville and 


other Wisconsin cities 
who havo not 


filed a bond in compliance with tho state 
law. are in line £or promotion ''out ot 
business." Insurance commissioner Gil- 
jchann is after individual agents as well 
»3 corporate companies, and is issuing 
circular letters to ill fire insurance 
agents in the state, calling attention to 
repeated violations ot the 
laws and 


furthermore states that he is determined 
to see them enforced. 


One of the violations is the issuance 


of policies in such a way ns to dodge 
the state tax on premiums, "it has 
come to my knowledge," the commis- 
sioner se.ye~, "that policies are being, 
signed in blank by local agents, and 
sent to the general agents residing out- 
aide of this state, who issue the policies 
so signed and 
receive the premium 


therefore. This is a violation of section 
1. chapter 190, which provides that 
policies may be issued at the companies' 
department" offices, but upon 
applica- 


tions procured and submitted to the 
company by the local agent and thnt 
he shall enter such policy, and the pay- 
ment ot the premium upon his records, 
which. I am led to believe, is not done 
where a policy is signed in blank by an 
agent. The state is the loser to the ex- 
tent of the tax on these premiums, uurl 
other agents are deprived of their com 
missions ori this business when written 
outside of the state." 


The other law, section 1826. statutes 


ot 1898, which the commissioner says is 
beinp violated, provides that any agent 
who procures any insurance in a city or 
village having a regularly organized fire 
department, must file a bond ot $1000 
with the treasurer of the city or village, 
and is liable to a fine of $100 for failure 
to do BO. "An agent." says Mr. Giljo- 
hann, -'who signs a blank policy does 
not kno,v in what part of the state the 
risk-covered by this policy is placed by 
the general agent; it may be placed in 
some city or village that has an organ- 
ized fire department, wherein the agent 
has filed co bond, which would make 
him liable by reason of having counter- 
signed the policy. It will be my earn- 
est endeavor to put a stop to this viola 
tion." 


What to do with the old county jail

chamber that has so long been the de- 
light of her heart ami, leaving her own 
cozy room behind, exile herself Cor 24 
hours to those domains of her cherish- 
ed friends. 
That is the only way to 


find out Just what your self sac-rincing 
friends suffer when they accent your 
hospitality. 


If you should chance to decide on this 


trip some evening WUPU you are thor- 
oughly tired out after a day's shop- 
ping, you will probably appreciate the 
situation by lying awake half tlie uiglit, 
rising stiff and tired In the morning, 
fuming over your toilet for an hour 
and then Joining your-bright, well rest- 
ed family at breakfast. 
If you are not 


a sadder aud a wiser woman for this 
experience, then you are the exception 
that proves the rule and are to be con- 
gratulated. 


To begin with. It Is the duty of every 


hostess to -see to it that the (>ed in the 
guest chamber is a couch of case. 
There are many details that are involv- 
ed iu that word "ease."' It necessi- 
tates fresli sheets, a good mattress 
aud a spring'tlint docs not groan with 
every turning of the weary sleeper. 


The good old fashioned way of air- 


Ing the room regularly and putting qn 
well aired fresh linen the day the guest 
arrives is the only rule for comfort and 
health.

l»cen confronted by stale water that 
smells as though it. had stood two 
weeks, with an attractive scum n half 
inch thick flouting on the top, damp 
towels that are simply musty, perhaps 
no soap and where It is utterly impos- 
sible to ring for a drop of hot water. 


Have you never been the timid indi- 


vidual shown Into such a room, aud 
have you uever been driven to desper- 
ate-means Just because such necessi- 
ties were improperly prepared or even 
lacking? 


Unless your guest chamber commu- 


nicates with the bathroom see to it 
that there are plenty of fresh towels, a 
fresb cuke of soap and a jug of hot wa- 
ter. 
A bell that connects with the 


servants' quarters is indispensable. 
Strain a point if you must, but get one 
by hook or crook aud explain to your 
vUttor its working. Do not fall to pro- 


sponges ;md brushes. 


i>o not load the dressing tablo with 


toilet articles. If Ihcy are silver trifles. 
they are usually the ciisl dITs from 
your own table and can be of n» serv- 
ice to your friend's toilet. Kvcry wom- 
an carries her own precious toilet arti- 
cles. The women who don't usually re- 
quire very few. 


If you can, place a good sizc.il mirror, 


a clean comb and brush, a tray of mix- 
ed pins and some new hairpins upon, a 
separate shelf next, to thn dresser, but 
leave its own top'clear for the guest's 
own pins, brushes.-combs, etc. 


Have a waste basket handy whore a 


woman can throw her odds and ends 
and a mail his shaving papers. A sim- 
ple, small table beside tlie bed is an un- 
told convenience for holding •'> pitcher 
of drinking water, a. caudle and the va- 
rious things nervous, people like to 


' have within reach during the night. 


Have n care in arranging tlie furni- 


ture. 
Place Mie dresser where a good 


light will fall day and night upon tlie 
individual before it aud not. upon tlie 
mirror Itself. 
Have at Imist one easy 


chair and two others of the bedroom 
type. 


Place the little desk near tho window 


fiud have a low chair before it. The 
fittings .of thn desk should be provided 
Ijy the hostess, but plenty of room 
should be allowed for a guest's owu 
materials should she desire to use 
them.

Dutch conspiracy. 
They assert 
that 


they occupied 
extra-territorial 
posi- 


tions merely 
on 
strategic 
grounds, 


while the abstinence of (he colonial 
Dutch from participation in the hos- 
tilities demonstrates 
their unshaken 


loyalty. 
. "If England is waging a war of con- 
quest the republics will tight to a Un- 
ish; otherwise they believe that a plain 
statement of the British intentions will 
reveal a basis for negotiations, now 
that England's prestige is repaired. 


"Presidents Krugor and'Sieyn con- 


ferred at Bloemfontein Monday on the 
incorporation of the above representa- 
tions in a telegram to Lord Salisbury. 
The preservation of the independence 
of the two republics is a sine qua non." 


The vast hull; of opinion in Great 


Britain continues to Ije wholly opposed 
to peace on any terms except tho un- 
conditional surrender of the two repub- 
lics, and that is the same view that is 
held by the government. Though this 
fact hardly needs assertion it is shown 
in the following note, which is prom- 
inently printed this morning in 
the 


Standard, a ministerial organ: 


"We have reason to 
believe 
that 


an authoritative announcement ivill 
shortly be made by her majesty's gov- 
ernment reaffirming the impossibility 
of conceding any terms ol' peace to the 
two South African 
republics 
which 


would involve the perpetuation of the 
political 
and 
military independence 


that has led to the present cuslly and 
sanguinary conflict." 


Rumors have been current in the lob- 


bies of parliament for two '.days that 
the republics have made representa- 
tions looking to peace, but that these 
are inadmissible. 


One story that is supposed to have 


reached Berlin from Johannesburg de- 
clares that differences 
between 
Boer 


leaders have culminated in Gen. Jou- 
bert resigning his command, and in a 
decision by President Krnger to as- 
sume the active 
leadership 
of 
the 


Imrgher forces in the field. All this 
comes from interested sources which 
obviously discount it, but it is the fea- 
ture in a section of today's 
London 


newspapers. 


Meanwhile nothing 
o.f 
importance 


has been received concerning the mili- 
tary movements in South Africa, 
it 


is pretty clear that Gen. Roberts' op- 
erations on March 7 failed in their 
main object through the skillful rap- 
idity of the Boer retreat. 


The latest reference to the rebellion 


in the Carnarvon district is a report of 
the arrival at Carnarvon on March 5 of. 
the advance guard of a British force, 
consisting of the New Zealand mount- 
ed troops, commanded by Major Cra- 
tloek. 


Heavy artillery firing was reported 


from the direction of Vosuurg, w h i t h e r 
the South Australian squadron is sup- 
posed to have gone. 
The insurgents 


seem to be gaining strength in other j 
places besides Prieslia. 


Nothing has been 'received to relieve

"Washington, March 10.—The senate 


steering committee, representing the 
republican majority of. that body, has 
practically determined, after frequent 
conferences, to recommend an amend- 
ment to the foraker bill, which will 
result in a radical reduction of cue 15 
per cent rate as fixed by the house ami 
reported by the senate committee on 
i'uerto Rican affairs in the bill now 
pending. 
Since the discussion of thc 


Koraker bill at the meeting o[ the 
steering committee on Wednesday, and 
the conference ot Senators 
AldricK. 


Spooner and Hanna with the president 
thai evening, a number of suggestions i 
have been made by senators with a j 
view to make the measure less ob- 
noxious to the majority. 


The plan most- favored by the lead- 


ers as outlined by a member of the 
committee is to strike out the clause j 
of the bill which levies a duty of Is • 
l>cr cent of the Oiusley rates on im- 
ports into Puerto Rico from thc Unit- j 
ed States and provide for their free' 
entry at ports of the island, and to re-1 
duce to less than 15 per cent the dutj 
to bo collected at United States ports 
upon Puerto Rican products. 


The effect of these amendments will 


bo to take off at once one-half of the 
tariff burdens sought to be imposed 
upon tile islanders, and, in the words 
of the senator from vvhum the iiifoi'tua- 
iion was obtained, to establish prac- 
tical free trade between Puerto Rico 
and the United States. 
How much of 


a duty it will be proposed co make im- 
ports from Puerto Rico pay has not 
yet been determined. 
That will de- 


pend upon future developments. 
It is 


intended, however, that 
it 
shall be 


purely nominal. Further than this thc 
leaders who favor free trade do not 
think It. will be practicable to go. 


The opposition in congress to free 


trade with Puerto Rico is such, not 
only from protectionists like Senator 
Piatt of Connecticut, but as well from 
•those who believe that congress should 
assert .wha.r. they consider is its right 


to deal vTi'th its" new possessions a a 
it pleases, and the leaders br-lieve that 
only a compromise is feasible and t h a t 
the complete surrender of the advo- 
cates of a duty is too much to demand.
